“have days gone more pleasantly, and|as the 


t'me for week-end ‘ hikes” is now come, 
you may be interested in some of our plans 
and methods. 

First, of course, comes the overhauling of 
the car, as suggested in the moto article 
in the /rish Times of Saturday, 4th April. 
By the way, when examining your tool-box 
make sure that you have an electric torch 
handy and in good working order. The side 
screeus are another very important item, as 
at this time of year they must be kept up, or 
the occupants of the back seat will get colds 
or neuralgia, or some of the thedaied other 
ills human to our April weather. 

The screens must be scrupulously clean, or 
they will spoil the view of the scenery. We 
found that the most successful method of 
cleaning was to polish the celluloid 
thoroughly with some fine oil—olive oil will 
do—and then dip a cloth in petrol and 
polish: again to remove tar or paint or othe- 
sticky stains. 


Luggage. 


The next problem is luggage (you can’t fit 
unnecessary paraphernalia into a baby car 
when it carries three passengers), By con- 
fining ourselves to bare essentials we man- 
aged with one small suitcase each. Pyjamas, 
a toothbrush, a comb, two or three pairs of 
warm stockings and a change of shoes must 
go in first. What else you ‘pack depends on 
your motoring kit. If you travel in a warm, 
woolly frock on which you can wear fresh 
collars and cuffs, two or three sets of these 
will enable vou to look quite trim and fresh 
in the evening. If you choose, as I did, a 
woolly sweater and a warm skirt, a fresh 
silk jumper will do to change into. 

If you decide to chance your luck at hotels, 
do not forget a rubber hot-water bottle and 
plenty of rugs. Rugs are necessary in any 
case, and to be- really warm I found the best 
tip was to wear a. wind-proof. coat—a 

“mac,” a leather or leatherette coat— 
and under that a light summer-weight over- 
coat. The layer of warmth between the two 
keeps one quite snug, and one has plenty 
of pockets for odds and ends, which, if you 

value your comfort, must include a tube 
of cold cream for your face, a powder com- 
pact, and a small roll of cotton wool for 
wayside repairs to the complexion. Warm 
gloves, a warm pull-on hat of felt, and good 
stout shoes completed my outfit. 


We had six days to spend on the road, 
and not wishing to tire ourselves out with 
sie Ae agence at first, we planned to 
spend t r nights at one place and 
take all- day” trips from there. This in- 
volved provision picnic lunches and teas, 
so the a of the picnic basket was 
a matter of ance. Three unbreak- 
able cups,. has: unbreakalbe plates, a good 
sharp knife and three spoons went in. A 
supply of tea, coffee, butter, bread, bis- 
cuits, sugar, salt, potted meat, chicken and 
ham sausages; hard-hoiled eggs and fruit 
followed. We were thus ensured against food- 
shortage, even if we wandered where shops 
were non-existent. 

An aluminium teapot, a kettle, and two 
thermos flasks ¢ompleted oar stock of uten- 
sils. We had the “vn filled at the hotel 
before we set oft each day—one with coffee 
and one with milk-and made our tea by : 
the wzyside. 

A supply of solid fuel, such as one uses for 
heating travelling irons, guaranteed our 
picnic fires against failure on windy days. 
We actually remembered a teacloth to dry 
cups after washing up in mountain streams! 


Scenery. 


If I sound boastful there is reason for it, 
because over the Easter week-end there were 
scarcely any shops open in the towns .we 
passed through, yet never once did we run 
short of refreshment for the inner woman. 
There were times, too, when we went right 
off the map on roads among the Comeragh 
and Knockmealdown Mountains, where. for 
miles there was scarce a cottage to be seen. 

I haven’t space to describe our trips, but 
with Waterford as our centre we ot 
some of the loveliest -drives it has 
ever been imny fortune to find: Waterford 
county itself is a joy, with its many rivers, 
bridges and viaducts; there cannot be so 

many together anywhere else in all Ireland. 
The country is gracious rather than splendid, 
with trees evervwhere framing long vistas of 
pasture and tillage, or here and there some 
red-cliffed creek where the Danes and 
Nomans sailed in of old. HKemains of ancient 
castles and traces of old walls tell their own 
story, but loveliest of all we saw was a view 
of the whole plain of Tipperary surrounded 
by mountains, from high up on the Comeragh, 
where we found two men ploughing a virgin 
field, and they hailed us to come and “turn 
a sod for luck.”

A JERSEY DELICACY.

These delicious fried cakes are one of the 
standard delicacies of the Island of Jersey, 
and attract many purchasers in the holiday 
season. Sieve jlb. flour with a pinch of 
salt and a teaspoon of baking powder. Rub 
in 2oz, butter lightly with the finger-tips, 
and add 2oz. castor sugar, met a little 
grated nutmeg and ginger. Work the 
ingredients to a dough with two beaten eggs, 
and a little milk if necessary. Roll out 
on a floured board to about jin. thickness. 
Either cut in rounds, and remove the centres 
to form rings, or make into twists as fol- 
lows :—Cut ovals of about 3in. x 2in. Make 
two slits in each cake, and push the left hand 
strip through the right hand one; handle 
lightly. Fry in fat which is just begin- 
ning to smoke for six or seven minntes, and 
dredge with castor sugar. Serve cold.

SIMPLE TEA CAKES. 


Place two pounds of flour and half a tea- 
spoonful of salt into a basin, and rub in a 
quarter of a pound of butter or lard. Beat 
up one egg and stir in a small piece of yeast 
about the size of a large marble. Then mix 
with the flour, adding enough warm milk_to 
make a smooth paste, and knead well. 

Place near the fire to rise, and then form 
into cakes. Arrange on tins and leave for a 
few minutes to rise again before placing them 
in the oven. Bake for twenty minutes to half 
an hour in a moderate oven. If desired, some 
currants and a little sugar may be added to 
the flour before the butter is rubbed in. .

While the 
action of the picture was in all cases identical, 
the length o: the different versions in tie 
five languages varied by as much as low 
fect. lu English the total length of osm 
used was 8,0lU feet, but the German version 
took 9,609 feet. In Italian ‘and Spanish the 
film ran to 8,259 feet, while the French version 
took 8,816 feet. ~ According to the amount 
of film used, the linguistic order would be: 
English, French, ltaian and Spanish, with 
Gérman a bad fifth. ‘Thus, not only is English 
the laugaage of the vast majority of ciuemas, 
but it is also the -eheapest language, trom 
the viewpoint of the film. producer. English, 
in fact, demands the greatest length of ims, 
and in production takes the least. That will 
not .affect the necéssity. for translations into 
the other important languages.

“he Oldest .Armu. 


I have often wondered what is the cldest 
army in Europe. -A°-friend wnforms me 
that since the eleventh century the vassals 
of the Duke of-Normandy have been 
oblized to form his. standing army, 
although they have been permitted to 
pursue their usual business in peace time. 
The tradition “still holds among the 
Channel Islanders, who;-although members 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations, 
regard themselves as stibjects of the King 
of England only in his capacity as Duke 
of Normandy. In fact, in official cor- 
respondence His Maiesty is always re- 
ferred to as ‘‘ Our Duke.” Every islander 
is liable for military service, but 18 safe- 
onarded by an old privilege of the peonle 
which provides that ‘‘ only when the Duke 
himself goes to war and is in personal 
danger ” can they be called upon to serve 
overseas. 
Until 1928 the British Government 
provided the equipment and trainin: 
staff for the little army, which now exists 
as a militia. 


Ulstermen in America. 


To my remarks the other day about the 
prominent part that Ulstermen have 
played in the degelopment of America, I 
might add that an American writer of the 
period of the War of Independence de- 
scribes them as belonging to “a hardy, 
brave, hot-headed race; excitable in 
temper, invincible in prejudice.’’ They 
settled in Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia, 
and in much of Pennsylvania in those 
colonial times. The year 1718 really 
marks an epoch ; for it was then that the 
most important organised company of 
emigrants, ¢onsisting of about one hundred 
families, sailed from Lough Foyle and 
founded a colony in New Hampshire. In 
1727 3,000 people sailed for the North 
American colonies from Belfast Lough. 
The following seven vears’ ships took 1,000 
men, and in the next three years as many 
as 4,300 arrived. The tidings of the success 
of Derry pioneers drew, between the years 
1720 and 1743, according to Gordon's 
“History of Ireland” over 35,009 
emigrants annually from Ulster «lone. This 
enormous exodus was stimulated by the 
rich resources and cpportunities offered in 


the other, by the land laws and other re- 
strictions operating at the time at home.

I recently came across the story of an 
incident which occurred at a card party in 
Dublin during the last decade of the 
eighteenth century. At that time some of 
the older retired military officers continued 
to wear the queue which had been de 
riqueur a generation before.

Captain Tuite, observing that some 
gentlemen and officers seemed to be highly 
entertained at something that was happen- 
ing to himself, turned sharply oma and 
found Captain Wellesley standing behind 
his chair and diverting himself and the 
company with his queue. Captain Tuite 
stood up—he was a tall and powerful man 
—took the facetious aide-de-camp by the 
neck, lifted him off the ground, gave him 
an angry shake and dropped him without 
uttering a word. He then resumed his 
chair and finished his game of cards. Later 
in the night the future Iron Duke 
apologised for the unwarrantable liberty 
he had taken, and Captain Tuite replied : 
‘‘ As the apology has been as public as the 
offence, I forget it, ‘sir.’’

The tailing off in acreage in Holland and 
Belgium is very considerable. 

In view oí this flax situation. 
growing demand for linen goods at the prices 
now ruling. Orders are not being kept back 
in the hope of lower prices, and, although the 
demand las not yet reached the stage ol 
speculative buying, there are indications that 
many buyers, whose stocks are low, now 
consider that the time has arrived to 
purchases before the flax and yarn situation 
will force the price of manufactured articles 
to higher ievels.

Distriet Justice McCabe's criticism of a 

statement made by General O'Duffy con- 
cerning the administration of the School 
Attendance Act, General O'Duffy said —“ 1 
was present at the Teachers’ Congress in Cork 
last week, when the question of setting up a 
committee to inouire into the working of the 
School Attendance Act was under discussion.

This is a plain statement of fact, and I did 
not express 4ny opinion on the action of the

“ According to the Garda—and his account 
of what teok place is not contradicted—the 
defendant adopted a threatening attitude, and 
said :—' You will get no information here, so 
clear out.” and, at the same time, he caught 
the Garda roughly by the arm and pushed 
him outside the door. 

“So far as I amé¢aware the Garda con-

A Dog’s Perceptions. 


Can a dog see or otherwise “ sense ”’ 
things which are hidden from his human 
master? No doubt, the question has 
occurred to many dog-lovers, and the case 
for such special gifts of perception is 
supported strongly by recent letters in 
The Times. One of the writers, Captain 
Pelham Cochrane, tells a strange story. 
Some years ago he took a bull-terrier bitch 
to Jehangir’s tomb, near Lahore, which 
is supposed to be haunted by the spirit of 
the dead ruler. No sooner had the party 
reached the flat roof of the tomb than the 
dog ran quickly to the nearest parapet, 
hurled herself over it, and was killed. 
Sceptics might have said “ Hysteria ” or 
“ Sunstroke,”’ but the story was not ended. 
Within a few minutes another visitor, 
Colonel Cleveland, brought another terrier 
to the roof of the tomb, and she. too, 
instantly committed suicide in the same 
way. It may be that these, and some other 
curious incidents which the correspondence 
records, have a natural explanation. 
Normally, a dog’s paramount sense is his 
sense of smell: he sees, and, indeed, may 
be said to think, with his nose. One 
writer tells of an occasion when his 
Airedale, showing the utmost fury, refused 
to allow him to cross a bridge. Afterwards 
he learnt that a travelling menagerie had 
passed that way. It is suggested that the 
keeper of Jehangir’s tomb, hating dogs 
and anxious to enhance the wonder of the 
shrine, had scented the roof with pre- 
datory animals. There are cases, however, 
for which such natural explanations are 
not valid. A writer describes the conduct 
of a dog which, on an empty road, squeezed 
itself against the railings, as if to 
avoid something, and then followed with 
i head the something’s slow departure.

SITUATION IN

REBELS SEEK MEDIATION, 
From Revtrer’s CORRESPONDENT. 


LISBON, Sunday. 

A Government communiqué states that 
the British Consul in Madeira has heen 
asked by the: rebels there to act as 
intermediary between them and the 
Government. The communiqué adds that 
wireless messages transmitted from the 
island by the rebels state that the officer 
in command of the cruiser, London, which 
was sent to Madeira to safeguard the 
imerests of British residents, had 
approved their action. The Government, 
however, says that the captain’ of the 
Carvalho Araujo has informed the Minister 
of Marine that on his arrival in Porto 


Í Santo he received a visit from the officer 


in command of the London, who gave a 
formal denial of the rebels’ messages 
stating that he approved their attitude. 

Other rebel messages allege that revolu- 
tionary movements have broken out in 
various provinces of Portugal, and in the 
African colonies, and that bloodshed has 
occurred in Lisbon. 

The Government denies the truth of 
these messages, and says that it has 
received reports from the colonies stating 
that the situation is quiet. The Govern- 
ment also announces its intention of deal- 
ing rigorously with any foreign cor- 
respondents who falsify the situation#éin 
their reports. 


AIR OF CONSPIRACY. 


In a message dated Saturday, Reuter’s 
Correspondent says :—An.air of conspiracy 
and alarm broods over Lisbon, but all 
is quiet, outwardly at any rate. A 
rigorous censorship controls telegraphs, 
telephones, and the post office, and all 
public meetings have to be held under the 
official eye. 

The optimistic statements which have 
been published have failed to produce 
reassuranct, and, reading between the 
lines, the public sees confirmation of its 
fears that the outbreak has spread to 
the Azores and Cape Verde Islands.

THOUSANDS OF 
POUNDS DAMAGE. 


SON OF FAMOUS 
ENGINEER WOUNDED.

Me MACDONALD, son of Sir Murdoch 

Macdonald, M.P., the celebrated 
engineer responsible for the protective 
works and heightening of the Aswan Dam, 
was among those wounded when the 
explosives dépét at the Aswan Dam blew 
up yesterday. | 

According to the papers, Mr. Harrington, 
a mechanical engineer, was killed, and, 
apart from Mr. Macdonald, four other 
Europeans were wounded more or less 
severely, Three natives were also injured. 
A fire broke out in a store shed contain- 
ing material in connection with the 
heightening of the dam, and spread to the 
explosives. The contents of the sheds were 
flung sky-high. . The fire brigade from 
Aswan Town hurried to the spot and suc- 
ceeded in controlling the flames. 

Frantic efforts were made by the British 
engineers in charge of the work to prevent 
the flames from reaching the dynamite.

R. MAX C. MORRIS, a well-known 
engineer and specialist in racing 
cars, has, following an early morning 
trial on the motor racecourse in the 
Phenix Park. Dublin, entered four 
Italian Maserati cars for the Irish Inter 
national Grand Prix Races, to be held in 
June. The test car used in the trial had 
at the wheel Mr. George E. T. Eyston. 
the famous racing motorist, who recently 
created a new world record in the 
““ Baby ” car class.

There were 15,000 acres under beet in the 
various areas, and from 20,000 to 30,000 
people were employed on the land in con- 
nection with the crop. The factory itself 
gave employment for about three months to 
about 600 hands and for the remainder of 
the vear, they had 40 or 50 employés. They 
had offered to submit the whole matter to 
any impartial tribunal that might be 
agreed upon for arbitration. but the com- 
pany refused. They wanted a settlement

‘**ABSURDLY INADEQUATE.” 


Last November the Beet Growers’ Asso- 
ciation suggested to the company the 
advisability of starting negotiations, but 
these were delaved until the 2nd March, 
when 37s. was offered. On the 5th March 
38s. was offered, and événtually they 
offered a problematical rise of another 
shilling. This was absurdly inadequate. 

There were three factors which had a 
bearing on what the price of beet should 
be. The growers estimated the drop in 
the price of pulp and sugar to be £82,000 
as compared with the 1929-30 campaign. 
Against that they put the extra subsidy 
due to the factory next season—that was 
£54,000—and a reduction of the com- 
pany’s dividends and _ carry-over by 
£26,000, which would still leave them 10 
per cent., free of tax, which made £80,000 ; 
in other words, £2,000 short of paying the 
same price for beet, which amounted to 
ód. per ton| and to obtain which the 
factory were asking the growers to accept 
a reduction of 8s. That was the kernel 
of their case, and if it could be disproved, 
they were only too willing to have it done. 


PROBLEMATICAL INCREASE. 


All beet growers would now, said Mr. 
Greene, have the contracts and covering 
letter sent out by the factory last week. 
In that covering letter the factory state 
they are offering a better price than in 
England, and also state that they are 
only partially subsidised. The facts of 
the case are—they are offering the same 
price as in England, because the ls. 
increase of 
ls. per cwt. in sugar is very problematical, | 
and even if sugar did advance ls. that is 

uivalent to an advance of 3s. in one ton 
of beet, so that they are offering you ls. 
for every 2s. they get themselves. 

They omitted, however, to state that

A SUGGESTED TAX. 

He had seen in the Jrish Times a state- 
ment that the Imsh Sugar Manufacturing 
Company suggested to the growers to get 
the Government to put on jd. per lb. on 
sugar, which would be the equivalent of 
2s. odd per ton of beet, and if the growers 
succeeded: they could have it for them- 
selves. ‘‘ We are,” he added, “' perfectly 
satisfied that there is no necessity to ask 
the consumer of sugar to pay any more, 
and that they are paying ample to enable 
both factory and grower to carry on the 
industry successfully. 

“Our Association having exhausted 
every other means of arriving at a satis- 
factory agreement with the company as 
regards price suggested arbitration to the 
company, but this was turned down. We 
regard the situation as very serious, and 
see no possibilities of a settlement being 
arrived at that would enable the industry 
to be carried on this year.”’ 

If the company persisted in its present 
attitude, no sugar would be manu- 
factured in Carlow next winter. 


DIVIDING THE SUBSIDY. 


Mr. John Hughes, Carlow, said that he 
regretted that, after arranging for a fixed 
price for beet during the first three years, 
the Government did not reserve the right 
to have a say in the distribution of the 
subsidy between growers and the factorvr. 
They wanted the Government to do its 
duty and say what should be a fair 
division of the subsidy. If the question 
was not settled this week he would expect 
the Government to make a public pro- 
nouncement on the matter. 

Mr. Michael Doyle, Wexford, urged 
growers to sign no contracts at such a 
ridiculous price. It would not pay their 
labourers. 


CALL TO THE GROWERS. 


Mr. J. P. Kearney, Louth, proposed a 
resolution calling on growers not to enter 
into contracts at 38s. per ton; approving 
the action of the beet growers’ executive 
in rejecting the sugar company’s offer, and 
pledging loyalty to the Association in its 
efforts to secure for beet growers a fair 
proportion of the subsidy paid by the tax- 
payers.

He described the company’s offer as 
an insult, and asked how dare they look 
for individual growers behind the back of 
that Association. “ They sent out this 
poison notice,” he added, holding up one 
of the company’s new contract forms. 
‘‘ Should it not be burnt lest it bring 
disaster?” 

At this point the offending document 
was handed to a man in the audience, and 
it was set alight amidst cheers. 

It was resolved, on the motion of Mr. E. 
Duggan, Carlow, seconded by Mr. D. 
Fenlon—‘‘That we, the representatives of 
Carlow, Leix, Kildare, Wexford, Ku1l- 
kenny, Waterford and Louth, assembled 
here to-day, realising the lamentable 
results that would follow from the elosing 
down of the factory this year, respectfully 
ask President Cosgraye, the Minister for 
Agriculture and the T.D.s of the various 
counties interested com their good ofhces 
to re-open negotiations with the Irish 
Sugar Manufacturing Company, Limited. 
Indeed, we are convinced that, with their 
assistance, a basis for a settlement satis- 
factory to both parties can be reached.”’

MR. GANDHI HAS 
| DOUBTS. 


VOLUNTEERS URGED TO 
BE READY. 


From RevutTer’s CORRESPONDENT, : 


AHMEDABAD, Siinday. 

R. GANDHI appears to be rather 

‘despondent about the permanency 
of peace in India. He made a speech to- 
day to the first batch of Volunteers whom 
he led to Dandi to break the salt law last 
year,.and his words were much in the tone 
of his presidential address yesterday at the 
Convoeation of the Gujerat Vidyapith (the 
Nationalist University which he founded 
in 1920). 

“I try to the. utmost for permanent 
peace, but I find nature against us,’’ he 
declared yesterday. 

He urged the Volunteers to-day to be 
ready to act in the “ forefront of the 
fight.” 

Mr. Gandhi added that he would decide 
finally, however, after seeing the new 
Viceroy, Lord Willingdon, at Bombay. 

Mr. Gandhi had a two hours’ interview 
to-day with Mr. J. W. Garrett, Commis- 
sioner of the Northern Division, Bombay, 
in the bungalow of Mr. Ambalal Sarabhai, 
millowner, where he has put up. It is 
presumed that the conversations related to 
the return of the confiscated properties and 
lands belonging to non-taxpayers during 
the period of civil disobedience. 

Mr. Gandhi is improving iff health as 
the result of his rest, although he has not 
yet completely recovered from the exhaus- 
tion following his attack of fever. 


NEW VICEROY AT 
ADEN. 


LORD IRWIN’S MESSAGE, 


From Revrer’s CORRFsPONDENT. 
ADEN, Sunday. 
Lord Willingdon, the new Viceroy of 
India, arrived here at 11.30 this morning 
in the P. and O. liner Viceroy of India. 
Aden is under the administration of the 


Government of India, and Lord Willing- 
don came ashore and was welcomed by the 
leading officials and = of the 
civil population. 

His Excellency lunched at the Regency, 
and sailed again at 3 p.m. 

Lord Irwin has sent the following

““On your arrival in Indian waters I 
should like, on behalf of India and all 
your many friends who are eagerly await- 
ing you here, to send a brief message 
welcoming you and Lady Willingdon back 
to the country. Ineed not assure you that 
in.the great task which you are about to 
undertake you can count on the personal 
friendship and good-will of India’s people, 
and I earnestly trust that throughout your 
term of office all good fortune and success 
may attend you, Lady Irwin and I are 
both looking forward to seeing you.”

he is entitled. Mr. Bendir purchased three- 
fourths of the ticket for £10,000, rot a half 
share, as has been stated. The other de- 
fendants to the action will not oppose this 
application, and the plaintiffs already have 
acknowledged Mr. Bendir’s claim. ? 

There will also be an application for a dis- 
covery of documents—namely, the counter- 
foils of the tickets as numbered an the 
alleged agreement between the plaintiffs and 
Mr. Scala, which agreement will be the pivot 
on which the case will turn. 

If this application is granted, it will delay 
the hearing of the action for some time. 
Seventy-one counterfoils in all will have to be 
discovered—the sixty counterfoils whose 
numbers are contained in the alleged agree- 
ment, and the remaining eleven ticket 
counterfoils that were in the book of tickets 
from which came the winning one. The find- 
ing of these numbers will involve a search 
through four million counterfoils, and if only 
cne ticket is missed in the first search the 
whole four millions of counterfoils will have 
to be searched anew.

A WARNING TO EUROPE. 


Dr. Seigmund Schultze, formerly 
chaplain to the ex-Kaiser, who was court- 
martialled in Germany twenty-seven times 
during the War for his “ pacifist’’ 
activities, was the centre of a remarkable 
demonstration after he had yreached at 
the City Temple, Holborn, London, yes- 
terday. 

An international congregation listened 
to him, and at the close men and women 
of all nationalities came forward to thank 
him for his work for peace. English men 
and women rubbed shoulders with French- 
men and Germans, all eager to shake the 
pacifist’s hand. 

In his address Dr. Schultze warned his 
listeners that, unless the next Disarma- 
ment Conference achieved a far greater 
measure of disarmament, Europe was 
sentenced to death. 

“ Armaments more terrible will be 
used on both sides—much more terrible 
than the world has ever seen before. 
Poison will fall from the air; London and 
Berlin and other such great cities will be 
sentenced to death in the first days of the 
struggle. 

““H the Disarmament Conference fails, 
then in half a year the pre-war armament 
race will begin again, with terrible con- 
sequences.”’

debt instalments, and the sacrifice of such a 
sum might mean a bigger increase in taxation 
than is now likely. At the same time, it is 
very probable that, if such a proposal were 
carried, America would ultimately benefit, for 
while Europe is compelled to pay the amount 
mentioned it cannot purchasé American goods 
to the same value. The scheme would 
scarcely help Great Britain because of our 
adherence to the Balfour Note, which laid 
down that we would only receive from our 
European debtors enough to pay the instal- 
ments on the Anglo-American debt.

BACON PRICES FIRM. 


From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Business has opened very quietly since the 
holidays, and, as was anticipated, there was 
no great amount of activity during the re- 
mainder of the week. There is a very firm 
tone to note. in bacon, and available supplies 
of both Irish and Cofttinental cures have 
moved readily into consumption. This fact, 
coupled with reports of a smart drop in kill- 
ings in Denmark, has caused an upward move- 
ment in prices of most descriptions. No 
change is recorded in quotations for Irish 
bacon either in London or the North of Eng- 
land, but available supplies in this centre 
continue by no means huair, and prices, as 
has been the case íor almost twelve months 
past, remain nominal. At the weekly meet- 
ing oí the local Bacon Committee the follow- 
ing official advances were recorded :—Danish 
No. 1’s 8s., 2’s 9s., 3’s 10s. ; Swedish and Polish 
2’s and 3’s 9s. and 6s, respectively; Dutch 
2’s 7s.. and ó's &s. per cwt. Notwithstanding 
the upward movement, retail prices for all 
cures are still at very attractive levels, and, 
given favourable weather conditions, there is 
little prospect of any diminution in the de- 


mand. 
POSITION OF BUTTER. 

The Danish official quotation has been 
wired five kroner lower, and “top ” now 
stands at 200 kroner per 100 kilos. At the 
corresponding period of last year the figure 
was 262 kroner, and in 1929 268 kroner. Spot 
prices for Danish have declined 3s. to 4s. in 
sympathy with the drop in the official quota- 
tion, but no alteration has been made ir 
either Swedish or Finnish, and New Zealand 
and Australian are also held for full late rates, 
While all descriptions have fallen in value, 
the price of Danish has veritably slumped. In 
the first two months of the present year the 
imports of butter totalled 1,272,532. cwts., 
against 1,166,732 ewts. in the same period of 
last year. The statistics of imports for the 
first three months of the present year are not 
yet available, but it is generally assumed that: 
arrivals have been in excess of those in the 
corresponding period of last year. The exports 
of imported butter which arrived in this 
country during the present year has also 
showed marked -expansion. These amounted 
to 98,983 cwt., compared with 34,668 cwt. in 
the same period of last year. Various reasons 
have been put forward for the recent decline 
in butter quotations, but it is difficult to 
assign the real cause. 

USE OF THE DECLINE. 

It has been euggested that of late 
there has been some pressure to sell Colonial 
butter by holders who had bought cheaply on 
c.i.f. terms; also that the demand for Easter 
requirements both in this country and on the 
Continent had been below expectations. It 
may be attributable to bad trade generally, 
or to the fact that supplies are in excess of 
requirements. No Siberian butter has been 
on the market of late, but large quantities 
are expected to arrive this year. The stocks 
of butter in cold storage in this country at 
present are considerably below those at this 
time last year. For some months past the 
consumption of butter has been on a much 
tncreased scale owing to the lower prices which 
have ruled. The warmer weather prevailing 
has caused an increase in production of e gs, 
and demand has quietened down somewhat. 
uotwithstanding present reasonable prices. _ 

At Salford Cattle Market on Tuesday sup- 
plies of both Irish and English fat live stock 
were smaller. A good clearance was effected 
at firm to dearer rates. At the Manchester 
Pig Market both supply and demand have 
been on a moderate scale throughout the week. 
At the Manchester Dead Meat Market a fair. 
though not brisk, demand was experienced 
during the early part of the week. but there 
was a” slow finish, 

Dead poultry in quiet demand, but prices 
remain fairly steady. Salmon shows a reduc- 
tion as compared with last week, being
